Taking the reductionin wages and 
the decrease in employment together, and it is 
safe to say that the working classesof this 
country earned one-third less money last month 
thanin thesame month of the year before. 
But while this is the universal rule in private 
enterprise, we have yet to hear of the first in- 
stance in which any one filling a political or 
public office has been called on to submit toa 
reduction in his pay.

Crime is not more prevalent here 
than in other cities; immorality is not more ob- 
trusive. Our police courts on Monday do not 
show any longer roll of assault cases or drunken- 
ness. Gambling,which is one of the most potent 
sources of crime, has been almost wholly abol 
ished in St. Louis, and those unsavory elements 
of city life which draw their support from gam- 
bling are noticeably absent. The commercial 
and domestic virtues flourish in our city quite 
as strongly as elsewhere. Our criminal courts 
and our divorce courts, our police records all

It is simply the conclusion which must be 
drawn from all American history,that the wel- 
fare of the citizens may safely be left in their 
own hands.

BUTCHERED FOR GAIN. 


The Bodies of Two Murdered Italians 
Found Buried Together in One Grave. 
Syracuse, N. Y., January 3—On Wednesday, 
while two boys were huhting rabpits in a thicket 
and swamp along the side of the West Shore Road, 
near Savannah, a village thirty miles west of this 
city, they came upon some papers which upon ex- 
amination were found to be receipts for money and 
registered letters, certificates of deposit, letters and 
passports. Most of the documents were written in 
Italian. The lads continued their search and found 
@ jack knife, an empty pocketbook, cut open, the

To reach it one must pass behind the 
counter of the paying and receiving tellers of 
the Treasury and the office force of that branch 
of the department, which is in effect a 
bank of issue and deposit. | public that have 
dealings with the Treasurerapply at the proper 
places before the counter are served by the 
clerks precisely the same asinabank. The 
business that comes by mailis attended to at 
desks—the division being mainly a disbursing 
office whose transactions cover enormous 
amounts daily. 

The room known as the marble-room has 
been heretofore described in the Free Press. 
It is well lighted, beautiful and imposing, with 
marble columns and fittings, with walls, floors 
and ceilings finished in marble of different 
qualities and colors, arranged in studded pat- 
terns.
